WARSAW, Aug. 11—A_ concen- 
tration and regrouping of the Polish 
forces for an extensive counter 
stroke on the entire Warsaw front 
is reported by Tuesday's papers. 

The plans are, it is said, to be- 
gin this counter move Within a few 
days. Military men are of the opjn- 
jon that this is a propitious timé 
to strike back in an effort to drive 
off the Soviet forces which are en- 
deavoring to encircle the: capital. 

Here is the Polish situation to- 
day as summarized from dispatches 
from the various European capitals: 

Warsaw reports a concentratidn 
of Polish forces for a counterstroke 
along the entire Warsaw front. 

The French government hay de- 
cided to recognize General Wrangel 
as-head of the de facto govern- 
ment of South Russia. The recog 
nition implies that all possible m‘li- 
tary assistance will be rendered. 

A peace conference between the 
Russians and Poles with open today 
at Minsk, 

Ruasian troops have. pushed 
across the Danzig corridor to cut 
the last remaining railrodd ne” be- 
tween Warsaw and Danzig. 

Two attaches of the Russian mis- 
sion left Moscow today fox London, 
presumably to urge that the British 
terms be accepted by the Soviets.

manner. Ponzi resigned from the 
directorate this afternoon.
